THE MILITARY PAGEANT, 

Tho grandeur of the scenes of the past 
two'days will never be forgotten by thos 
who have had the good fortune to witness 
them, ‘The return of the Grand Army of 
the Potomac to the city which ithad so 
Jong defended with its cordon of stec), and 
the pascage of the Western armies of 
General Sherman, haye thrilled and ex- 
cited Washington to its inmost heart. 

For six hours on Tuesday the broazed 
heroes of Virginian battle-felds, marching 
twenty abreast along the lordly avenue, 
poured through the city seventy-tive thou- 
sand strong. From the point near the 
‘Tressury tlag-sta, the view down the 
street Was exceedingly grand, Having 
Veen carefully swept and watered, there 
‘Was neither mud nor dust on the spacious 
parade ground of 160 feet in widkb, and as 
the ground rites gradually fron the Capito, 
to the Treasury—a distance of about & mile 
—the view was completely unobstructed, 
The trees which fringe the Avenue with 
yerdure, had been washed in the rains of 
the previous days, and the sky Was exqui- 
sitely bine, with just cnough of white 
floating cloudsto deepen its loveliness; the 
ir was fresh and balmy, and a light breeze 
sprang up to float the banners and guidons 
Just the right direction for the proper effect. 
Nature emiled upon the splendid pageantry 
of military pomp. 

‘For the war-dram throbbed no longer, 

‘And the battle-tiaxs were furfed) 
and the standards of the people Wri and 
tattered with the rushing bullets hed come 
home to rest. As the rolling mass of cay- 
alry, preceded by the conquering generals, 
cach surrounded by bis numerous and bril- 
Jinnt staff, swept past, and the Dattering of 
silken banners. the far-away glean of ten 
thousand bright bayonets rising end sink- 
ing in the undulations of the marching co- 
lunins, the roll of the artillery, and the 
swelling strains of exullant music, the 
shouts of the thronged pavements and 
housetops—as all these burst upoa the eye 
and startled the ear it made us aware that 
a grand spectacular scene of Wis kind has 
its moral as well as its scenic effect. 

Proceesionally considered, the marching 
review of the two armies Wasa brilliant 
success, ‘The men of the Army ofthe Poto- 
mac, in point of physique, are bardly equal 
to those of Sherman's hosts, though not 
bearing such evident marks of campaign 
ite; ut probably taking more pride in such 
displays, and being more accustomed to 
such things under the elegant taining of 
Mr, McClellan, of Rome, they appeared to 
better advantage in many respects, 

General Meade, a8 he rode up.the Ave- 
nuc, splendidly mounted, with bis color- 
bearer just behind him, prancing with a 
purple silk flag ornamented with a golden 
cagle craped in mourning, produced a very 
Tine effect, ns, cap in hand, he saluted from 
side to side, returning the cheers of the 
assembled thousands. We thoaght him a 
type of his army. On the contrary, Gen. 
Sherman was not so graceful nor so gra- 
cious, not (when we saw him) either bow- 
ing or in any way seeming to heed the 
cheers of the crowded sidewalks, but 
moving determinedly along, as be did 
trough the South. 

For six hours cach day the tramp of the 
armed hosts has filled the city aud excited 
the multitude, and now we again breathe 
frocly after all our joyful excitement and 
pride in our returned heroes. With sorrow 
for the brave ones, never, alas, to meet us 
again on earth, let us Wish the noble men 
who have sacrificed so much to give us 
peace, long and serene enjoyment of its 
vlessings,

But the question de jure will of 
course be reserved until their high-mighti- 
nesses, the First Familie: all have met 
in colemn conclave, and passed upon it, 
For if slayery, in the act of flagrant rebel- 
lion, cannot be abolished by the proclama- 


tion of the Commander-in-Chief of the 


Army and Navy, nor by uctual military 
operations, how can other Southern ’insti- 
tutions” Jose their legal existence? When 
slayery wedded itself to the Confederacy, it 
was "for better or for worse,’ omd certainly 
in slavebolding eyes, the nggregate frame- 
work of society ought te be as sound as any 
one of the institutions composing it. Why, 
then, should not the Times insist that the 
Confederacy still lives, and will continue to 
Jive until the States coniposing it shall have 
formaliy receded from it?

‘The eecoud dayfof the Grand Review created 
Perbaps © greater jntercss than was evoked 
by the first. ‘The reason Is obvious. ‘The Army 
‘of tho Potomac bas been ever near ue. Most of 
Its corps bave repeatedly passed through the 
capital. Its nearvess and facility of commnnl- 
cation rendered its every move known to the 
country. There uever hung a week's mystery 
or doubt about it. Now Sherman's army, at 
least those two corps styled the Anny of tho 
Tennessee, that Js the 15th and 17th corps, 
never before ect foot In Washington. Down 
amid the miasmatic marshes of the Mlesieelppl; 
in the slime of the Yazoo and the Tennesse; 
Dgbtlog baltles above rolling clouds; dieap- 
pearlug beyonil the ken of the telegraph; now 
euppoted to be victorious, and agaln a cause of 
apprehension and doubt; marching uarccorded 
hundreds and hundreds of miles; supposed to be 
about Mulledgville or on the rozd to Macon, when 
AtIs compelling tho fall of Charleston, seldom 
sutbentically beard from save in connection 
with the nows that come new rebel stronghold 
had surrendered to Sts Gereral’s strategy aud 
its own Jndomitable energy, ‘Distance lends 
enchantment to the viow,” and mystery magul- 
fies. Both baye combined to throw aronad the 
Wondrous campaiyus of this army a bue of 
romance of which the daily paper and the 
prosalc correspondent deprived the Army of the 
Potomac. Tbe marches it bas made, the vic- 
torles it has won, the difficulties {t bas sur- 
mounted have perbaps never been oyoalicd 
by any army elnce the days of Xevophou’s 
-Anabasie. 

‘That euch an army should, on its first appear- 
‘ance, be grected with extra enthusiasm by the 
People It had ¢0 magnificently ecrved, was but 
natural and Just; and we aro proud to think,

THE ARMY OF THE TENNESSEE. 

‘The Army of the Tenneseee, which formed 
What isknown a3 ““Sherman’s right wing," Is 
composed of two corps, the 16th and 17th. ‘Tbe 
Uvlpg motcrict of these corps is purcly Western— 
Ohio, Indiana, Minols, Wisconsin, Iowa, Ken 
tucky, Mipwesota, Miseourl, and Michigan bay 
Ing furnished not only the bulk ofits ofllcers, 
Unt almost all ts rank and ile. Its record of 
Victories begint with Belmont, notes Douelson, 
Shiloh, Murfreesboro, Lookout Mountain, Chat- 
tanooga, Resaca, Kenesav, Jonesboro, Atlauta, 
‘The {ntroduction aud the first volume end be 
bot the ‘eecond beginning at Atlanta, maps a 
march to whieh that of Cambyses aud Aloxan- 
der can barely compare. With dauutless grip 
Ic clutchow the Inuermost vesture of the rebel- 
lion, aud Jald bare the fuillng puleations of its 
breakiog heart. It passed from the hands of 
Graut fashloned for success, and It returned to 
him yesterday with the work hosct it more than 
accomplished. ‘This army was never reviewed 
but twice before ; first at Atlanta, then by tho 
Licuteuant General at Raleigh, 

THE ARMY OF GEORGIA. 

‘The Army of Georgia consists of the 20th and 
14th army corps. It once formed part of the 
Army ofthe Potomac, and rst sustrated its 
Valor and the bravery of Hooker Iu the West at 
Chattanooga. There it made friends with the 
rmny of the ee, and soon after became 
tS (win under the name of Sherman’s left wivg. 
Of its soldicrly record between the capital of the 
countryand the ecat of rebel organism, wo need 
not speak. Its record In the West entitles 1t to 
ehare the glories of “‘Sherman’s Army” vith, 
tue Army of the Tennessee. ‘There Js no geo- 
graphical portion of the country that can ex- 
clusively claim this army. It has regiments 
from the North, the South, the East, and the 
West; all the Western States, New York, Pean- 
sylvanla, Now Jerscy, Massachusetts, Conucctl- 
cot, aresbarcra io Itsamplo fame; and the friendly 
spirit of emulation existing between It and the 
Army of the Tennessee, bas been productive 
of some of the happlest events of the war In tho 
West and South. 

THE REVIEWING OFFICERS 

STANDS. 

The review!ng ofilcers were the same beforo 
whom the Army of the Potomac had passed the 
doy Lefore. ‘The Presiient of the United States, 
the Secretary of War, and General Grant. ‘The 
preparations for their reception were tho awe 
as thoee made for the Army of the Potomac. 
‘The same stands remained, and were nelther en- 
lnrged nor increased In number, and the disposi- 
tou made of them was the same, 

THE CROWD. 

‘The crowd of spectators yesterday was much 
greater than twas on Tuceday, the cause of 
thie being thot all who had come to eco the 
Army of the Potomac, remained to eee Sher 
man’s army, aud their numbers were largely 
Increaed by crowds of eager families and yen- 
temen from the far West, who came to ald in 
tho welcome of thelr frfends, and todo honor 
toan army of which the West Is 60 commenda- 
bly proud, 


THE REVIEW. 

Yunetual to a sccond, Major General W.'T. 
Sherman started bis army, himself at its bead. 
He was monated ou a dark bay, which he man- 
aged with his left hand. His appearanceon the 
Avenue was the signal fora series of cheers, 
which, commencing at the Capitol, werceaught 
up by the eager crowd on both sides, and cre be 
hod reached Sixth street the vast assembly of 
me, Women, and children wero giving notlea 
to the expectants crowding the stands near We 
Whito House that the hero was coming, As 
cheer after cheer rent the alr he bent bia head, 
now on one aide, then on the other, expressing 
bis appragation of the publlc’s demonstration 
of gratitude and joy with a smile whoso pecallar 
sweetness would scarcely bo expected froin a 
feee rather harsh than otberwléo when In re- 
pose. Ashe passed the stand mothers held up 
their children, maidens stood on tiptoe, aud be- 
tween the cheers, “thats be,” “that's Shor- 
moan j” “yes, that tall man there.”

cbarged upon you aud your confederate rebels, 
who, ustrping authority, provoked war to the 
extremity, untl compelled to lay down your 
arms and accept the Just penalty of the crime of 
treaon and rebellion; that tho restoration of 
peaco and order canuot be cntrusted to rebels 
and traitors ; that the persons who incited the 
war and carried It on will not be allowed to 
assemble at the call of thelr accomplices to act 
again as the legislators of the State, and again 
jurp the authority and franchise. Those who 
have caused €o much Wor will not be allowed 
forever again to eet on foot fresh acts of treason 
and rebeliton.”
